But to- 
day the situation beoomes very serious, par- 
alyzing all trades and forcing up prices of all 
The Covent 
Garden and other large markets are almost 
empty. Steamers filled with fruite, flowers 
and vegetables block the Thames. All the 
produce is rotting in the holds. Through 
the scant supply in the shops restaurants 
find it imposstole to feed their patrons. The 
river from here to Gravesend is crowded with 
craft which cannot be unloaded. Vessels 
have sailed away to other ports in the hope of 
unloading there, but the strikers say that if 
the dock com panies bold out much longer a 
strike will be ordered in all the principal sea- 
ports of Great Britain. 

THE STRIKE NOT YET GENBRAL. 

While bodies of men in several trades have 
stopped working in sympathy with the dock 
hands, the strike is in no sense a general one 
yet. The strikers still have a firm hold on 
public sympathy and are getting a fairly lib- 
erai financial support. To-day it looked as 
thoogh the trouble was all over. The Albert 
Dock Co. and two others were willing to con- 
code the men all they asked, but a few smaller 
companies beid out and bauiked the whole 
flan. The strike committee wus in session 
with the obstinate dock directors till 6 o’ clock 
to-night, but no agreement was reached. 

The gencral feeling among the strikers is to 
fight it out with the dock companies to the 
keep within bounds, 
have committed no serious violence and con- 
sequently keep with them the sympathy and 
pupport of fhe people. The oitizens show re- 
markabie patience. All feel the Inconvenience 
caused by the strikeand the high prices are 
paid with grumbling; but the discontent is 
directed mainly against the dock corpora- 
tions. 
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NO POLITICS IN IT. 

No attempt has been wade to make a polit- 
leal question of the strike or to turn it to 
political account, nor have the strikers been 
drawn into the false issue by throwing them- 
selves into the arms of the Socialists and 
committing their cause to them. John Burns 
has taken the direction of affairs and has 
#0 far managed them with gnexpected discre- 
tion. But when he ana his fellow 
Socialists tendered their ald in agita- 
tion the setrikers refused it unless they 
agreed to enter upon the work as trades 
unionists. It is admitted by all that Bur 
has shown himself a born leader, and thapit 
is largely due to his restraining powe 
good order has been maintained, and 1 
mense Masses of suffering and angry men 
been kept under control.

Uganda, a territory from which Stanley years 
ago boped that a light might eventually 
stream forth which would brighten the entire 
densely populated lake region and inaugurate 
a new era of prosperity and peace for inner 
Equatorial Africa, is rent deunder and desv- 
lated by civil war.

LUCERNE, August 81.—The police intimated 
to Minister Washburne to-day that full in- 
demnity will be offered the two American 
gentlemen who were abused at Berne, as 
cabled the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, and 
ample apology made them by the Federal 
Council.

BERLIN, August 31.—As one of the results of 
the recent visit of the German Ewperor 86. 
the Reichsiand, the Fifteenth Army Corps 
forming the garrison of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, will be divided and half ot it 
will be utilized as the nucleus of an 
additional army corps, the Sixteenth. The 
remaining haif of the Fifteenth Corps will be 
recruited up to its former numerical strength, 
thereby doubling the. military foree hitherto 
deemed necessary to safeguard the interests of 
the Fatherland in the conquered provinces.

The plain, unadorned story of recruit 
life at Jefferson Barracks, told by the 
Post-Dispatch reporter- recruit, has 
thrown a flood of light on the question of 
army desertions, whith has received 80 
much discussion of late. It is a startling 
revelation of wrongs and abuges heaped 
upon recruits by non-commissioned officers 
and often countenanced and aided by 
their superiors. The story is pathetic in 
its accounts of sufferings through un- 
heeded illness, hunger, causeless impris- 
onment and brutal abuse of men deprived 
of the right of appeal and at the mercy of 
their tormentors. The evidence that these 
evils exist is powerfully corroborated by 
the alarming number of desertions and by 
frequent instances in which suicide has 
been chosen by recruits in preference to 
the ‘‘dog’s life“ of the Barracks. 

The charges are too serious to be over- 
looked and the Secretary of War could 
not do otherwise than order an investiga- 
tion. The investigation should be thor- 
ough, as there is reason to believe 
that the abuses revealed are com- 
mon to all military posts. In ad- 
dition to personal maltreatment of 
recruits there are charges of swindlng 
operations by which the men are cheated 
out of their pay, proper rations and: sup- 
plies. There are even hints of foul crimes 
that go unpunished. Aside from the 
necessity of severely checking dishonesty 
it should be made clear that private sol- 
diers have rights which even shoulder- 
strapped officers are bound to respect. 
Common humanity and the honor of the 
country demand this much. 

The real responsibility rests with the 
superior officers and any result which 
fails to fix it where it belongs will be un- 
satisfactory. The army officer has little 
enough to do in time of peace to see that 
the soldiers under him are properly 
drilled, humanely treated, well fed and 
well clothed, 

The impression seems to be too general 
in army vircles that shoulder straps make 
a man a privileged aristocrat with a 
mortgage on the Government and a 
supreme lordship over plain soldiers.

Even if New York offers a guarantee 
fund twice or three times the amount we 
raise, the question will be whether St. 
Louis cannot with $5,000,000 to expend on 
buildings, etc., offer a more spacious, 
more accessible and better equipped site 
than New York can with an expenditure 
of $15,000,000. For more than twenty-five 
years St. Louis has been enlarging and 
improving her Fair Ground property at 
immense cost and connecting it with all 
parts of this city by rail. Besides she has

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Abuses in the Army. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

The St. Louis Post-DIsPpaTcu says that dur- 
ing the year ended June 1, 1889, out of the 
Federal army of 22,000 men there were 2,842 
desertions. These desertidps cost the Gov 
ernment $600,000. : 

In order to ascertain the reasons that induce 
enlisted soldiers to run away, and brave the 
dangers of recapture and military punish- 
ment, the Post-DISPATCH put one of its re- 
porters on the task of investigation. He en- 
listed and served three months in the regular 
His history of his experience as a re- 
ciuit ig a history of continuous outrage on 
the part of the military officials with whom he 
was brought into direct relations. After being 
seduced into the service by fair 
promises he was cheated, abused and neg- 
lected from the start. His rations were poor, 
his clothing unfit to wear, his lodgings vile 
with vermin and bis necessities were made a 
matter of speculation. His experience was 
confined to Jefferson Barracks, and it shows 
conclusively that Jefferson Barracks needs 
Overhauling. 

Allowance must be made for the temptation 
of the narrator to make a taking story for his 
newspaper; for the tough character of the re- 
cruits who usually are ‘‘the cankers of a calm 
world anda long peace;’’ and for the mala- 
pert ferocity of non-commissioned officers 
dressed in a little brief authority. But the 
act of the desertions remains; and no doubt 
there are other barracks as inhumanly man- 
aged as Jefferson Barracks. 


. Plutocracy, 
From the New York WORLD. 

Some stupid persons write to the press—and 
others of the same class, we are ashamed to 
say, write for it—treating rich men and pluto- 
crats as synonymous terms. 

This is very much like treating poor men 
and Anarchists as identical. , 

A Plutocracy is a government of wealth. 4 
Diutocrat isa man who controls or seeks to 
control some branch or some concern of gov- 
ernment through the power of his money. 
This is sometimes done from mere ambition, 
as when a Money Bags buys a Senatorsbip to 
further his social adVancement, or contrib- 
utes largely to a campaign fund to 
obtain a foreign mission as a 
sort of decoration for nis vanity. But 
oftener the rich man who invades the domain 
of politics or of government with his money 
does so for sordidly selfish reasons. Ha de- 
sires to secure some privilege which he is 
‘*willing to pay for, like that of taxing his 
fellow-citizens or monopolizing some branch 
of business.. To do this be buys votes, bribes 
legislators, corrupts judges, and places even 
presidents under obligations to him. 

Such a use of wealth substitutes a plutocracy 
fora democracy... Money governs instead of 
men. The essence of republicanism is de- 
stroyed when one man, or a relatively small 
combination of men, carry elections, shape 
legislation, delay or color the action of courts 
and influence executive policy through the 
power of money.

THE sTORM. 
It was not until the statas of Humboldt was 
reached that the rain began to fall again. As 


the carri were winding around the 
beautiful plat, in which the magnificent 
statue is situated, it was noticed that there 


was rain falling in the southeast and 
seemed to be coming down quite heavily, yo 


As the sun was still shinin in 

w it was not thought that 
the rain would last long ehouch 
to interfere to an extent with the 
obsequies. Ina few seconds, however, the 
whole face of nature — ad one the 
most terrific ralu-storms that has occ din 


the city this year swept down upon 
the train. Agreat many people in vehicies, 
most of which were open and also 
quit a numberof persons on foot had as- 
sembied in the park to witness the funeral, 
and the experience which they had will be one 
of life-long remembrance. The rain de- 


gan to fall in torrents. It beat upon 
the tops of the carriages with the 
foree of ball, an struc the gravel 


roadways in sheets wifich rolled for a distance 
like waves on a beach. The gutters were

wildly in their course. The trees 
swayed in every direction before the 
fury of the storm and eals 


nin 

of the great rolling clouds gave sublimity to 
the scene. The fpheral procession balted as 
the force with which the rain came sweeping 
downward made it almost impossible for the 
horses to proceed. The pause was only mo- 
mentary, although the fury of the storm did 
not abate in the least. The rain was so heavy 
and came down with such force that iteven en- 
tered some of the closed carriages. As for those 
persons who were in vehicles which could not 
be closed, they were at the storm’s mercy as 
‘there was no place where they cou seek 
shelter. The people who bad come on 
foot to witness the funeral train pass 
through the ark were in a sad plight. 
They sought shelter under trees, but found 
little protection. Inany ordinary storm the 
wide spreading branches and thick foliage of 
the trees in Tower Grove Park ®ould be a 
comparatively safe haven from the rain, but 
in a storm like that of b pecery mee 
they afforded no refuge. Women and children 
in white and colored dresses stood under 


them, however, and were drenched. Others 
in search of _better , sbelter rushed 
out in the storm, and the move- 


ments of most of them seemed to be aimless, 
as after ruuning ashort distance one way 
they would turn around and -hasten forward 
in an opposite direction tthe course whieh 


— had been previously pursuing. It was 
really a pitiable sight to see many of 
the ladies with children running 


and half carrying the little ones, and getting 
absolutely soaking wet in their efforts to find 
some place where they w -uld be 
secure from the storm. One woman and 
her three little children who stood under 
a wide-spreading beach tree made a picture 
which excited the greatest sympathy from 
those in the carriages. The three children 
had covered themselves with their pro- 
tector’s polonalise, and nothing but 
heads were visible. They peered forth curi- 
ously at the long funeral train as it passed in 
the violent storm, In a fountain house near 
the northern gate, through which tne. funeral 
passed on its way tothe garden, men, wom- 
on and children were crowded so cilose- 
ly that it looked as if those in the center 
might havé difficulty in breathing. The 
porches of the two houses near the western 
gate were also crowded with halt drenched 
men, women and chiidren. One little giri who 
was more fortunate than hundreds of others, 
inthatshe had a waterproof was evidently 
determimed to have a good view of the 
funeral, She stood alongsidg of an evergreen 
whieh was close to the roadway, 
and with her waterproof reaching to 
her feet, her shawit drawn over ber 


her breast she made a picture which im- 
pressed all who passed and saw her. 
AN IMPRESSIVE SIGHT. 

When the funeral reached the western gate 
the storm was at its heigit. The rain swept 
over the gravel roadways in sheets and even 
the talland stately poplars bowed low their 
heads. Against one of the piliars of the west 
gate there stood an employe of tht 
dead, He was dressed in his dest 
clothes, and as the funeral passed out of the 
park he held hia hat in his hand, while the 
rain beat down on his unprotected head. He 
remained thus until the hearse had 
passed out of his view. The rain 
was stili falling though much less heavily 
when the main gate of the garden was reached 
and there wasa wait of about ten minutes be- 
fore it had cizared off sufficiently te permit of 
the coffin being taken from the hearse. 
Quite a crowd had gathered at the gate of 
the garden to attend the last services, and all 
of them without exception were drenched. 

THE CONCLUDING CEREMONY. 
When the rain became lighter the coffin was 
borne from the hearse by a number of Mr. 
Shaw’s oid employes and the funeral 
train was formed behind it. The 
children ot the Episcopal Orphans’ 
Home were in the museum building, 
having come out for the purpose of joining in 
the march around the grounds, but Mr. Wm. 
H.Thompson,who was master of ceremonies, 


forbade them leaving the building 
in the rain. The train moved first 
around the walk which passed Mr. 


Shaw's residence. and then down through the 
garden to the lower greenbouse, where a 
turn was made to the turf path through 


a row of trees. It was 11 fa- 
vyorite view with him, and that was 
why it was made part of the route. As the 


mournful procession moved along tbe flowers 
which he loved so well sent forth the most 
delivhtful fragrance, and the weeping willows 
shed copious tears of sparkling rain drops. 

Only the bonorary pall bearers and friends 
were admitted in the enclosure around the 
mausoleum. The rest of those who followed 
the cortege, however, ranged themselves 
around the iron fence. The service atthe mau- 
solemn was very brief. The coffin was low- 
ered and Bishop Tuftie read the Episcopal 


burial service. This ended the cere- 
mony, the bymnas lug dispensed 
with. As the funeral ‘attendants left 


the garden the black clouds had broken in 
the west, aud streak of kindly light bright- 
ened the solem@ scene.

UTLAND, VT., Au- 
gust M. -A special 
train of nine cars 
bound north on the 
Central Vermont 
Raliroad, with a load 
ot people who had 
been attending the 
Horse breeders’ 
meeting, collided 
with a dog train four 
miles north of Mid- 
dleburg at 8 o’clock 
last night. Engineer 
William Embry and 

Conductor Hiram 
Blodgett of the passenger train were killed, 
as was W.W. Allen of Vergennes,a passenger, 
Conductor Button of the freight train has 
gone crazy. Engineer Chilson of the freight 
jumped and escaped injury. Henry Herron, 
fireman, sustained a compound fracture of 
the right leg. Arthur Hunt, 17 years of age, 
of New Haven, bad his left leg crushed; Chas. 
Hunt, bis brother, 19 years old, had his leg 


broken and was injured internallv, 
while a few. other passengers 
were slightly injured. Engineer Embry 


saw the freight approaching and had brought 
his engine to a standstill when the collision 
occurred. Responsibility for the accident is 
said to rest with the conductorand engineer 
of the freignt, who forgot about the excur- 
sion train, although it had run fortwo days 
previous. The hog train carried twenty-one 
cars of Western pork. Nine cars are in the 
wreck with the two engines and tbe first car | 
of the passenger train. Blodgett’s and 
Allen’s bodies were badly disficured, and the 
maddened hogs had bitten them badly, A 
wrecking train went up from Rutland at 11 
o’clock carrying surgeons.

Run Into by a Wild Engine. 


ELMHURST, III., August 31.—The Omaha pas- 
senger train on the Northwestern Railway. 
leaving Chicago, was run into at 11:30 lust 
night bya wild engine going in the same 


direction. The two rear sleepers were badly 
wrecked. Two passengers were slightly in- 
jured. The train dispatcher at the depot says 
that no one was badly hurt. The accident, he 
says, occurred haifa mile from Elmhurst by 
an engine running into the rear of the train, 
badly smashing the two sleepers and derailing 
them and one or two other cars. 
SEVEN INJURED. 

Seven persons were injured by thg collision 
here last night.

Collision at Sea.

ROCHESTER, N. I., August 31.—The schooner 
Anna M. Foster, owned and commanded by

The night 
was calm but hazy. When about seventy 


miles out the Foster sighted a 
steamer’s lights bearing directly on 
her course. There was no apprehension 


feltuntilthe steamer arrived within a few 
hundred yards, when it was too late to avoid 
a coilision. The vessel proved to be the yacht 
Siesta of Rochester. She crashed throuch the 
side of the sebuoner, cutting through the 
planking, celling and timbers until halt the 
schooner's stern was cut through. The en 
gines of the Siesta were immediately reversed 
and she slowly backed away. Capt. Ken- 
nedy at once lowereda boat, and his crew 
of four men and female cook 
had scarcely time to disembark 
and push away when the schooner lurched 
and went down in seventy fathoms of water. 
The crew lost everything, and some of them, 
with the cook, Miss Bess, and Captain, es- 
caped in their night clothes. Capt. Davis of the 
Siesta picked up the crew of the Foster and 
took them to Charlotte. The Foster was 
vaiued at $5,000 and was not insured. The 
Siesta was not damaged.

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SEVERAL IMPORTANT STRIKES REPORTED 
FROM THE LEADVILLE DISTRICT.

EADVILLE, August 
81.—The late strikes in 
the Bilver Cord, Dun- 
kin,Crescent and Olive 
Branch are attracting 
considerable attention 
among the mining men 
of Leadvilie, that of 
the Smuggler ore 
chute, in the Silver 
Cord, probably more 
than any of the others 
on account of the im- 
portant bearing it may 
have on the fortunes 
of that mine. It is 
being developed very 
thoroughly by Man- 
ager Blow, who is 
pushing the drift from 
the top of the upraise 
in which the chute was 
first encountered, 
¥ steadily and rapidly 
along the strike of the 
chute, which, so far as 
7 developed, averages 

about 3% feet in thick- 
ness, and is dipping slightly to 
the north and east across the 
course of the drift. When thor- 
ougbly opened winzes will prob- 
ably be sunk to connect with the 
ö main incline, which is now some 
70 feet under the chute, to facililate the 
handling of the ore. Exploitation of the 
ground toward the South Ruby is being rap- 
idiy carried forward on the 1,100 foot level. 
with good indications of catching a body of 
lead carbonate ores in the upper “contact. 
This work, with the new upraise from the 
main incline to connect with the Gross shaft, 
and prospect the large amount of virgin 
ground in that vicinity, in the uppor contact, 
will be watched with interest bere. As 
may be remembered, the main incline 
left the upper contact some distance 
above this point, and continued downward in 
the lime chutes, leaving the contact at the 
point where the above-mentioned connection 
was over sixty feet above it.

A sub-lease on the Adams sbaft of the 
Brooklahd, on Yankee Hill, has been given 
to Messrs. Carson and Robinson. and prepara- 
tions to prosecute work continuously are be- 
ing made.

A SADDER MAN. 

Even telegraph operators, who have en- 
deavored to overestimate their ability, have 

iven themselves away on several occasions. 

me years agoa young maf arrived in this 
city from New York, at which place he bad 
been employed by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Oo In common with most of the 
younger operators who have worked in that 
office, he had conceived an exaggerated idea 
of his importance asa member of the local 
telegraph fraternity, as well as of his ability 
as au operator. That was all very well as far 
asit went, but he could not keep it to him- 
self, and finally, after he had done a great 
deal of talking nis companions conciuded to 
take him downalittie. An opportunity soon 
presented itself, and one Sanday, while there 
were but few operators on duty and but little 
to do, a Wire was ‘‘cutin’’ on two tables at 
opposite ends of this long office. 
At one table a fast-sending operator 
gat down and, watching the movements 
of the intended victim, when the latter was 
near the other table started to call St. Louis, 
signing a call purporting to be from another 
office. The fresh young man at once an- 
swered and was told that a long newspaper 
dispatch was to be sent to him. Hastily secur- 
ing the necessary blanks and ink he told the 
sender to go abead, which was done in a man- 
ner that astonished the New Yorker. Faster 
and faster grew the clicking, and harder and 
harder the young man worked untilat last he 
could stand it no longer, and grasping the key 
he broke the circuit, thereby stopping the 
sender, and said: ‘‘Say, please let up a littie. 
The carpenters are at work here andi can 
hardly bear the inatrument.’’ Then as a loud 
and prolonged shout went up from bis com- 
anions atthe sther end of the office he real- 
zed that he had been sold, and that 
the press dispatch was simply an 
item of an old newspaper sent to him 
from another table in the same office, 
and henceforth he would say nothing about 
what he could do. He will hardly hear the 
last of those ‘‘carpenters’’ forsome time to 
come, however. 

Every now and then the cry is raised that 
the telegraph has outlived its usefulness and 
is fast being replaced by later inventions, such 
asthe telephone and phonograph, but such 
is not the case, for these machines all occupy 
their own separate sphere of usefulness, and 
the improvements in the telegraph have been 
commensurate with those in the other depart- 
mente of electrical science, if indeed they 
have not exceeded all others. When the tele- 
graph was first introduced the messages were 
received on

called the register, which was regalated by 
clockwork and which made an impression 
upon a strip of paper which was paid out ina 
similar manner to that whichis done by the 
tickers of the present day, and which after 
the message was finished was translated from 
the strip. It was not long, however, before 
some of the operators found—what was then 
regarded as incredible—that they could read 
the messages by the sound of the instrument, 
a practice which was considered so dangerous 
as regards accuracy that for some time it was 
forbidden, until it was definitely ascertained 
that the ear was more to be depended upon 
than the easily deranged clock work, and 
from that time reading by sound was prac- 
ticed until at the present time there are prac- 
tically no registers in use; indeed, there are 
many expert telegrapbers to-day who 
have never sO much as seen one. But 
this was not all. For a long time two 
wires, one each way, were considered neces- 
sary to complete a circuit, until it was dis- 
covered that the earth itself was just as good 
aconductor as the return wire, and thus the 
facilities were doubled by maxing connection 
with the earth at either end. Then came the 
invention of the duplex, by which a message 
could be sent from each end ofa wire at the 
same time, and after that came the quadruple, 
by which the capacity of the duplex was 
doubled, and four messages could occupy the 
same wire simultaneously, two messages go- 
ing each way, a discovery that was invaluable 
both ina saving of wires and of time, ena- 
bling an immense amount of business to pass 
between two offices in the time formerly taken 
by One-quarter of it. 

Probably the greatest advance made in 
telegraphy was its application to the demands 
ofthe public through the newspapers. Ten 
years ago & newspaper operator was consid-

BEHIND THE MOON. 


The Planet Jupiter Will Be Hid for Over 
Forty-Five Minutes. 


From the Washington Post. 

On the evening of the 8d of September next 
the moon will, in its eastward course in the 
heayens, pass over or occult the planet 
Jupiter, which is now a very conspicuous ob- 
ject in the Southern sky. The phenomena 
will be visible to the naked eye, but a clearer 
view will be had of it by using a small 
telescope or a good opera glass. At 
this time the moon will de only one 
day and seven hours past the first 
quarter, and, therefore, only about haif of her 
disk will be tlluminated. The planet will dis- 
appear on the eastern or dark side of the 
moon a little below the eastern edge of the 
moon’s limb, .where the moon will have an 
elevation of about 86 deg. above the horizon. 

The extinction of Jupiter’s light will not be 
instantaneous, as in the case with a fixed 
star, since Jupiter has disk of thirty-eight 
and a half seconds (ofarc) in diameter, and 
it will take the moon a little more 


than a minute to pass over this space, conse- 


quently the planet will graduaily fade out of 
view. The total extinction of his light will oc- 
cur at 9h. Gm. p. m. The planet will 
emerge from behind the moon on the western 
limb at 10h. 3lm. 458. p. m., but will not be so 
easily seen without instrumental aid, since 
the tight of the planet will be nearly overpow- 
ered by that of the moon. 

The phenomenon will be visible over all the 
United States, Canada, and a portion of 
Northern Mexico, but will be invisible in the 
West Indies and South America. Occultations 
are valuable to the astronomér as furnishing 
one of the best means of determining longi- 
tude, and it is for this purpose that a large 
number of these are given in the Nautical Al- 
manac. They also furnish one of the best 
eons of testing our lunar and planetary ta- 

es. 


The next occultation of Jupiter visible in 


this country will take place on the 13th of 
August, 1892, a year which will ever be mem- 
orabie in the annais of astronomy, as the 
one containing far more than the average 
number of planetary occuiltations, there being 
no less than thirty in all. Many of them 
will be visible in the United States. 

fhe moon in comparison with the other 
planets of the solar system, as everybody 
knows, is quite small. Its diameter is only 
2,160 miles or about one-fourth of thatof the 
earth. It is only 238,000 miles from the earth, 
however, and owing tothis is able to biot out 
from time to time in changing course planets 
several thousand times its size. Jupiter, ac- 
cording to astronomical calculation, is 398,- 
000,000 miles away from the earth and is stilia 
great mass of molten matter. Volcanic erup- 
tions are continually taking place in the 
planet, and the entire mass is ali the time un- 
dergoing changes, produced by cooling and 
condensation. 

The distance between the earth and Jupiter 
is so great that it is impossible for the mind to 
form any definite idea of it. Three hundred 
and ninety-ecight million miles signifies 
nothing, but when it is said that it would take 
an express train, traveling sixty miles 
ap hour and 365 days inthe year, 757 years to 
make the trip, the immensity of the distance 
ig more easily imagined.
